Animals 
that feed on the dried leaves of corn 
for a long period will often be afflicted 
with sore mouths. Quite young animals 
will not eat the best portion of corn 
fodder as readily t.a they will grass and 
hay. Moro hand work Is required to 
cat, dry and store corn fodder than 
grass, and, consequently, many farm- 
era give their preference to a crop that 
can be harvested and handled by tho 
use ol machine.-!. Corn that has been 
allowed to stand till it has matured its 
.ears will furnish but a small amount of 
tftifdeftthat stock will eat. It will con- 
'si* almost entirely of the leaves and 
that portion of the stnlk that is above the 
ears. If the stalks are cut about the 
time the grains are at full size, .but bo- 
tore they ripen. Just above the ' point 
where the ear stalk branches off. and 
are carefully cured, they will make 
Tery excellent food for stock of all 
kinds. In the New England and some 
of the middle states they are managed 
in this way, and are regarded by farm- 
ers as very valuable.

About Kissing Babies. 


Maternal pride is a beautiful thing at 


a distance, but close at hand it is nar- 
row, aggressive and sometimes appall- 
ing. If it would exhaust itself in the 
oloquqhtj patois of tto nursery—that 
marvelous -pigeori dirtfect-'that obfus- 
cates tho infant mind for nt least six 
months longer;-than the most serious 
and sensible conversation would do- 
nobody could complain. But the horn- 
ago which ;young mothers .pay their off- 
spring <toesnotia?tlji6irfjminds consti- 
tute a-ccmiplote discharge of necessary 
obligations. ' What thev so passionately 
give themselves they think should bo 
exacted from others, and that mtfch 
they take for granted without asking 
any questions. As a consequence babyi 
kissing invitations have become much 
more customary than is agreeable to at 
least the average masculine mind. Un- 
fortunately, a baby whoiiiput by its ma- 
ternal relative under a man's nose to bo 
kissed cannot be refused, like a prof- 
fered piece of roast pig or a section of 
tripe. The calm but highly wrought 
expectancy with which this assumed 
privilege {^offered will intittiidato tho 
'stoutest heart.-'' Tho person.' 'of iwhom 
this service is demanded may not be a 
Chesterfield in his manners, and. per- 
haps scorns 'the conventionalities of po- 
lite society. He may even affect a 
pride in brusquoness nnd a disregard of 
common courtesies, but he will'not re- 
fuse to kiss a woman's baby, ordered 
up oa the short notice usually given, 
unless ho is made of different clay from 
that which enters into tho composition 
of the great mass of humanity, j .His 
cowardice or powerlessness may make 
him angry with himself, but that fact 
will not affect the result when he is 
brought face to face again with tho same 
disagreeable expression of moral 'com- 
pulsion. 


If a protest will do any good, that 


protest should be uttered. Mothers put 
tho public and their infants under too 
heavy tribute for their own pleasure in 
offering up aa osculatory sacrifices to 
all their tncnds and acquaintances these 
puggy epitomes of men and women. 
There is a little satisfaction in kissing, 
unless thero is mutual assent in the ar- 
rangement, either tacit or expressed. 
When men are called upon to kiss 
babies they do not comply willingly. 
They may preserve an exterior' as 
placid as a summer lake, but within 
they arc pent-up volcanoes of unut- 
terable remonstrance, or perhaps pro- 
fanity. No man—especially if he is n 
bachelor, and of that class there are a 
great many just now—knows what part 
of a baby is intended for kissing, and 
experience teaches htm nothing. If ho 
trios its lips, .they are moist, irrespon- 
sive, and generally unsatisfactory; if its 
check, _tho clammy point of impact 
offers him no natural encouragement to 
repeat tho operation. Tho infant is 
hardly more to be congratulated than 
the one who bestows these compliments 
or tokens of affection. Even tho kisses 
showered upon it by tho warmth of 
maternal love It neither understands nor 
appreciates, and it may well protest with 
all the force of its unformed ideas and 
unregulated will against having its 
tender features invaded by a stiff, man- 
ly beard. Nobody stands'in awe of a 
baby to- tho extent- of fearing to nsk 
favors of it. Without 'any forced con- 
ditions in the matter, tho b.iby will be 
kissed quite as much as their grown-up 
acquaintances desire, and doubtless 
more than is physically good for them. 
We move for tho abolition of tho 
courtesies now customary in tho nursery 
circles, or at : least a transfer of tho 
Initiative, arid will do our "best to keep 
the terms of tho treaty inviolate.—

Salt and Ashes for Animals. 


Tliis subject has been frequently dis- 


cussed hitherto, especially tho use of 
salt for farm stock. That mil domestic 
animals do better where-they are con- 
stantly supplied with salt 1 ami>erfect- 
ly satisfied from experience find lono- 
observation. The only case where salt 
seems to do injury is where cattle have 
been long without. it, and then on giv- 
ing thorn all they aro inclined to con- 
sume. I am willing to own that it is 
temporarily injurious, not because the 
article is of itaolf bad,; but because of 
toklng too much at one dose. The 
proper way to feed salt is to place it 
where tho stock can go to it as they 
please and take what they arq inclined 
to eat. Never mix it with their food, 
so that they are compelled to take it 
whether they wish it or not. More and 
better butter can bo made from: tho 
milk of a cow when she has her free 
supply of salt than from one entirely 
deprived ,of it, or having an irrp"fulnr 
supply, and it also takes less time to 
churn the cream. Nature requires salt 
as an aid in preserving health. It as- 
sists in digestion as well as in many 
other ways which I need not Here mon- 
£{o?'- for cattle at pasture lamps may 
belaid in any convenient place whore 
a board can be fixed to shelter'from the 
rain and still allow the stock free ac- 
cess. At the barn tho lumps can bo 
placed under the shod or in somo other 
convenient spot. IJut oftentimes; stock 
seem to require an alkali aswoivand 
that is most conveniently supplied In 


d ashes, which horses, cattle, sheep 
swino will greedily devour when 


!*hoy =havd 
an 
opportunity. These 


should also be supplied where the stock 
can, have access to them as,deslred. 
Tho ashes should bo from good sound 
wood and kept dry. 


When desirable to keep cattle at 


pasture and there is no shod to shelter 
the ashes and salt, a convenient trough 
may tie fastened between two posts, on 
top of which are fastened two plauks 
or boards as a roof to shelter from ;rain. 
The posts should be long enough so 
that the trough maybe eighteen or 
twenty Inches above the ground^ and 
there must be room above between it 
and the; roof to allow of free access to 
the salt or ashes. "This answers for all 
stqqls|»B;xcept sheep and swine, whioh 
can nave the troughs lower. I believe 
that if a constant supply of salt and- 
ashes is provided where all kinds of 
stock can have access to them!very 
much .leas disease would bo known 
among farm stock;! have never known 
bots, colic or worms in horses'where 
ashes and salt wore thus furnished.—
